Washington, May 22.—(Special.)--In aa 
tain quarters, some question uas_ been 
raised as to the competency of Mr. Blount 
to discharge the dutues of United States 
minister to Hawaii, owing to che pecans 
circumstances surrounding his appointinent, 
which, of course, involve the validity an] 
force of all that he has done. {..quiry at 
the department of state estaplisaes clearly 
the fact that there, at. least no ¢cubt is 
entertained in respect to these paints. As 
soon as Mr. Blount receives notice vf his 
appointment, which, by the way, will be as 
“envoy extraordinary and ninister pleni- 
potentiary to the court. of Hawaii,” he 
may zo before the nearest Unitei States 
consular officer and take the oath of office. 
From that moment his salary, as mmin‘ster, 
begins. Under the usual practke, he weuld 
not be competent. to discharge the duties of 
minister until he presented his credentials 
to the provisionn] government, and the cre- 
dentials have not yet reached him. But, 
if the Hawaiian government be disposed 
to waive that formality, and such acts of 
courtesy are by no means infrequent ~in 
diplomatic usage, he would be «accorded 21] 
of the rights and privileges of a winister 
as soon as notice was conveyed to the 
Hawaiian government of his appointment. 
In addition to this, however, Mr. blount 
went to Hawaii, not only as a commissipner, 
but us an “envoy,” and it is said it the 
department that there is not an act which 
he could have committed, even, perbaps, 
the negotiation of a treaty, and certainly 
the exchange of diplomatic acts, that were 
not just as fully within his competence as 
if heavere the regniarly recognized United 
States minister to Hawaii. 

Buck’s Resignation Accepted. 
Colone] Buck’s resignation has been ac- 
epted. but no date has been fixed when 
t is to go into effect. It is understood, 
bowerer, that Mr. Cleveland intends to 
mine his successor by the second week in 
june. Secretarv Carlisle says that it is 
he administration's intentions to have mar- 
falships. collectors and surveyors all ap- 
pointed by the middle of June.

The south Carolina Fight. 

The factional fight between the conserva- 
tives and reformers in South Carolina bere 
is drawing to a close. Mr. Cleveland has 
Detified the leaders that he is ready to 
begin to dish out to the Palmetto State and 
they must come up with their men. He 
bas, moreover. said that he will divide the 
ofices of the state between Tillmanites and 
fonservatives. 

This is wel! as far as it goes, but the re- 
formers will get ‘their appointments on the 
tecommendation of Butler and Congressman 
Brawley. Ben Perry, one of the leading 
Tilmanites of the state. has the promise 
of the collectorshiv. He is endorsed by 
Butler and not by Irby. The marshalship 
will be given to a Tillmanite and a conserva- 
tive will get the attorneyship and the col- 
ketorship of the port of Charleston. 

Congressman Strait. the Tillmanite can- 
filate who turned down Johnstone, Jeft in 
t huff for his home Saturday.

The administration 
was determined to defeat ‘Lillman, and took 
this way to do it. Butler caxnot possibly 
be elected without the assistance of part of 
the reformers. and he cannot secure this 
vote if the other side is not given its share.

WHISKY STORK DECLINES 


On Account of the Withdrawal of the Dis- 
tillers from the Trust. 

New York, May 22.—The withdrawal of 
five distillers from the whisky trust caused 
a_break in the stock of the latter from 
1738 to 13. Transactions were on a lar- 
ger scale and the dealings were attended 
with much excitement. Lhe yveneral list 
Was weak and declined a fourth to 1 per 
cent. At 10:10 o'clock Whisky was quiet 
utlo. Toward 11 o'clock the market began 
to strengthen and prices moved up all along 
the line. 

Some good buying orders were executed 
for the account of operators who feel that 
the gold report movement has been dis- 
counted and who do not bother with the 
gyrations in Distilling and Cattle Feeding. 
dn fact, some contend that Woolner and oth- 
ers cannot legally withdraw from the com- 
bination. 

What the Courts May Do. 

Chicago, May 22.—Regarding the with- 
drawal of the Woolner, Manhattan, North- 
ern and Peoria Distillery Companies from 
the whisky trust, it is intimated that if the 
management attempts to bring action in 
the courts the court will hold both in pari 
delicatu. That is, where both parties are 
in the wrong, the court will not nel» either 
and throw the case out of court. 

This, it is said, will satisfy the Woolner- 
Francis-EKaston-Scbhwabacher party, as it is 
in the possession of the withdrawing distil- 
leries and does not want the courts to as- 
sist any one in taking the property. 

Secretary thennessy Palks. 

“It is nothing more than a stock jobbing 
scheme,” said P. J. Llennessy, secretary of 
the Distilling and Feeding Company, other- 
Wise knewn xs the whisky trust, today. 
He was speaking about the report that the 
withdrawal of the five dissatistied Peoria 
firms from the combine would result in its 
total disruption. ‘Their assertion: that the 
reason they withdrew from the trust was be- 
cause their ground rent. had not been paid 
is explained in this way: When the trust 
took the property it leased the land for 
twenty-five Years. This is the first year In 
which a revaulation was to be made, and 
there has been a disagreement as to the ap- 
praisement. When that is adjusted the 
rent will be paid-as usual. There is no 
prospect of the trust being disrupted.” 

Concerning the charge that the trust 
would not be able to pay the rebates owed 
the dealers who obtain their supplies from 
them, Secretary Hennessy said: 

“No one has the right to make that alle- 
gation. We have not forfeited any of our 
rebate certificates and there is no pros- 
pect of our not being able to pay them.” 

EVIDENCE THAT W4S LOADED. 
Witnesses with Shotguns Create a Sensation 
in a Nashville Court. 

Nashville, Tenn., May 22.—(Special.)— 
The United States circuit court, with Judge 
W. H. Taft presiding, today took up the 
murder case against A. J. Patrick, Morgan 
Epps and James Petty. 

‘These men are charged with the assasei- 
nation of Deputy Collectors J. L. Spurrier, 
Creed S. Cardwell and S. D. Mather near 
Flintville, Lincoln county, last October. 
The oflicers were led into a trap by a let- 
ter giving the alleged location of an illicit 
still, and were shot down from the rear by 
men behind a big log. Muther was instantly 
killed, Cardwell died that afternoon and 
Spurrier lived three weeks with,a rifle ball 
in his spine. 

The defense moved a continuance today 
on account of the absence of witnesses, but 
Judge Taft overruled the motioy and prom- 
ised to have the witnesses brought here. 
Six jurors were secured today. 

An event that caused some excitement 
around the custom house was the bringing 
in of double-barreled shotguns by two wit- 
Qne was taken away from a man 
named Miller, and the other was 
taken away from General Pat- 
rick, a brother of one of the defend- 
ante, as he was entering the courtroom.

THE INFANTA SIPS FOR HER PIOTURE 


And Seems to Be Much Interested in 
Photography. 


HER VISIT TO THE TREASURY VAULTS. 


Crowds of Employes Gather About Her 
and She Talks to Them—"I Like 
the Americans.” 


Washington, May 22.—The Princess Eula- 
He had her photograph taken this morning 
and she was delighted with the experience, 
as old as it has grown to her, After her morn- 
ing chocolate, the infanta attired herself in 
her wonderful. evening gown of fluffy stuff, 
the neck cut V shape, She wore no hat, but 
over her shoulders was thrown a wide scarf 
of China silk, like the rafhbow, so many and 
so delicately shaded were its colors. Com- 
mander Davis and thé marchioness of Arco- 
Hermosa accompanied the fiifanta fo the 
photograph gallery in a closed carriage, while 
Pfince Antoine and the duke of Tomames 
went walking. 

Commander Davis did not wear his uniform. 
The prince wore a light spring suit with 
russet shoes and straw hat. “The infanta 
reached the photographer's shortly after 10 
o'clock and spent nearly am hour there. Sev- 
eral negatives were taken and the princess 
took the liveliest interest in the process, 

On the return to the Arlington the royal 
party had breakfast and spent a quiet two 
hours until 1 o’clock, win they were driven 
to the treasury department. Secretary Carlisle 
received them and acted as escort through 
the money vaults. 

Her Visit to the Treasury. 


The visit of the infanta to the treasury 
department was intended to be a mere in- 
spection without any publicity, The hour of 
her arrival at the departmeidt was not made 
known through the newspapers and it was 
thus hoped to avoid any crowd and allow the 
royal visitor to pass through the buildings 
as quietly as possible. 

Her visit, however, resulted in an ovation. 
When the carriage containing the princess, 
Prince Antoine, the duke, the marchioness aid 
Commander Davis reached the southeast en- 


trance to the treasury department the visitors - 


were shown to an elevator which brought 
them to Secretary Carlisle's floor. The secre- 
tary received the party in his office, and of- 
fering the princess his arm, escorted the 
party to the office of Assistant Treasurer 
Meline. who acted as escort through the mon- 
ey vaults, where so many millions of gold 
and silver and bonds are stored. 

The news of the princess’s arrival had 
spread so that the corridors about Mr, Me- 
line’s office door were filled with men and wo- 
men. They followed her progress down stairs 
to the basement and crowded close behind 
her as she went through one of the fron- 
grated doors leading to the vanlits. Each of 
these doors became a nasal checkerboard. 
The corridor from which the vaults sre 
reached became a solid mass of humanity. 
The r@’three thonsand employes fn the 
treas building and it seemed as if all these 
were massed into that small. poorly-lighted 
space, The women were the more strennous 
in their efforts to see her royal highness, They 
brushed aside the men In trying to reach the 
grated doors; {ft was the infanta’s first expe- 
rience with a crowd of American women and 
she enjoyed it. A look of suyprise passed 
over Eulalie’s face at first. and then impul- 
sively she walkéd over to the grating and nod- 
ding her head briskly. and with her face 
wreathed in smiles, talked In English to her 
American admirers 

“How do you do,” she sald, ‘‘You are very, 
very good, I thank you so much. It is good to 
be here. for you are very kind. 1 liké America. 
T like the American people, I ike you all. 
Thank you. Goodby.” 

And then she passed on to the next door and 
talked with the people there, while a chorua 
of “Oh, isn’t she lovely: isn’t she sweet.” 
went up from the recipients of her pleasant 
re:narks. 

After the Infanta had seen all that was to 
he Seen, she came into the corridor again on 
her way‘to the earringe, leaning on the arm 
of Secretary Carlisle. The crowd, grown larger 
by half, pressed closely about her and made 
it difficult for Secretary Carlisle's manager, 
Richard Green;to make a passageWay. “Good- 
by, goodby.”’ erfed the infanta to the women 
as she passed through their ranks. 

“Goodby, thank you,” sne cried again. smil- 
ing. while even the stern face of Mr. Cartlisl? 
relaxed. The princess and the others in the 
party were laughing heartily, and as they 
entered the carriages they caucht the echoes 
of more remarks about the beauty and grace- 
fulness of the princess. 

From the treasnry department the Infanta 
and her party were driven to the ™’ashington 
monument, The elevator had been held for 
some time and it was waiting when the royal 


- visitor arrived. After a trip to the ton where 


soine time was spent In enjoying the view. 
the visitors descended. and were firiven to the 
capitol. Some time was apent in the bnild- 
ing and the tnfanta went back to the Arling- 
ton. Luncheon was followed by a drive about 
the city.

This evening the infanta was given a sere- 
nade by the Marine band, under Professor 
Fancuellli, This was arranged by Secretary 
Herbert. Tonight she was entertained in an 
unofficial dinner given by Mr, and Mrs. Curry.

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IT WILL NOT DOWN. 


The Briggs Case Comes Unexpectedly to 
the Front 


IN THE PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY, 


And the Discussion Which Followed 
Was' Lively, 


BUT EVENTUALLY QUIET  REIGNED. 


An Inquiry for Overtures from a State As- 
sembly Brings About Discussion 
on the Case—The Proceedings. 


Washington, May 22.—Rev. Thomas 
Bracken, of Kansas, conducted the half 
hour’s devotional exercises with which the 
second week’s session of the Presbyterian 
general assembly was ushered in this morn- 
ing. 

Promptly at 9:30 o'clock Moderator Craig 
opened the assembly with prayer. Dr. 
Bartlett, chairman of the committee on ar- 


rangements, announced the reception to the

Thursday afternoon. 

The Briggs question then came to the front 
at a bound and it did not militate the re- 
sults of the short struggle to know when it 
was over, that it was chiefly the result of 
a misunderstanding. Dr. Young, chairman 
of the committee on bills and overtures, 
announced what had been done with a num- 
ber of overtures from the presbyteries, tWeive 
of them in relation to the Briggs case hav- 
ing been referred to the committee on ju- 
diciary. ' 

Dr. Young had scarcely ceased speaking 
when Dr. Herrick Johnson, of Chicago, 
inquired what had become, of the over- 
ture from his presbytery on the Briggs case, 
which overture besought the assembly to re- 
fer this celebrated case back to the synod 
of New York. Dr: Thomas Cham, of Chica- 
go, in sympathy with Dr. Briggs, made a 
brief. speech in favor of sending all the 
resolutions in the Briggs case to the judici- 
ary committee first, as all would eventually 
go there. 

Elder E. W,. Saly, of Cincinnatij«got the 
floor and stated that the assembly had to 
do simply with the law as it is, not ag it 
ought to be. 

There Was general parliamentary con- 
fusion, various Commissioners attempting to 
get the floor, amid which the announce- 
ment was made that the Chicago overture 
had gone to the judiciary committee. 

While thé moderator was attempting to put 
the question, Dr. Johnson remained upon 
his feet, calling repeatedly, “I claim the 
right to be heard,” his words being received 
With applause. 

Commissioner Cutcheon, of Detroit, stated 
that there was an overture from his presby- 
tery and in view of that fact he supported 
the motion to refer all the Briggs overtures 
to the judiciary committee. He complained 
that the moderator had not permitted him 
to speak, although he had been repeatedly 
upon his feet. Mr. Cutcheon said he would 
appeal from the decision of the chair an 
Was applauded. The resolution was adopted. 

T. Robert Stevenson moved a resolution 
making it incumbent for all members of the 
church who were represented by the synod 
to withhold their patronage from the world’s 
fair if it is opened on Sunday. The reso- 
lution was adopted. 

A strong resolution was passed condemp- 
ing the execution of the Geary act, first on 
the ground that it discriminates against 
some foreigners who are no less desirable 
than many others as citizens or residents 
and secondly, on the ground tbat it will 
cause retaliation and -the 
Christian missionary Work. 

Dr. Young from the platform asserted 
that the moderator had not permitted him 
to speak, although he had been repeatedly 
upon his feet. 

Mr. Cutcheon said he would appeal from 
the decision of the chair and was applauded. 

Dr. Young, from the platform, asserted 
that the moderator could not see every 
man who ought to be seen and this state- 
ment received the vigorous applause of the 
o> gr ople. 

Mr. Cutcheon, who is physically one of 
the largest men on the floor, retorted that 
the fajlure to see him was possibly due 
to the fact that he was so small. 

The Moderator’s Kebuke. 


Moderator Craig, in reply, said it made no 
difference how many times Mr. Cutcheon had 
been on his feet so long as he had not caught 
the eve of the chair. He added, “I never 
knew such an outbreak while a vote was be- 
ing taken,” and this remark was received 
with loud aplause. 

The reference of the overtures to the ju- 
diciary committee was carried and then 
Dr. Craig ay Np to the front of ‘the plat- 
form. What he said was short and sharp. 
“Don’t you try to overwhelm us with suci 
points at this state of the game,” he said, 
emphasizing his remarks by a flourish of 
the gavel which he held in his hand. This 
was greeted With cheers and the incident 
ended for that time. 

The report of the special committee on 
Sabbath observance submitted its fifth annu- 
al report. The committee expressed sorrow 
at the death of Colonel Shepard. 

Rev. George L. Spinning, of New York, 
read the report of the ‘committee on_ board 
of missions among the red men. The re 
port showed that the receipts were less than 
those of the previous year and $15,000 less 
than the expenditures, which were $193,000.

Rev. A. M. Hollifield said the committee 
had done its duty, but at the same time 
there was some friction, and he believed he 
saw a way out of the difficulty. He moved 
that copies of the overtures be sent to the 
judicial committee for their information, 
and that the originals be sent to the com- 
mittee on church policy. 

This did not meet with the approval of 
either side. 

Elder Eudaly, of Cincinnati, could not see 
why the assembly was called upon to Vio- 
late the law of the church because it had 
been intimated that some particular case 
was to come before the assembly for trial. 
He had heard nothing of the case, save in 
the way of rumors. The overtures in ques- 
tion referred simply to a change of church 
policy, and he could see no reason why an 
exception should be made in this_case. 

Everybody wanted a vote on the amend- 
ment, and when Dr. Charles H. Booth, of 
New York, arose and stepped to the front 
he was met with a deafeaing demand for 
the question. The distinguished | divine 
calmly waved aside the demonstration, and 
when it had quieted down, shouted, “If you 
were to-call for the question for an hour 
you could not put me down so- I am from 
New York.” ° 

Briefly then he stated that he was op- 

sed to the amendment for the reason that 
ft inttodiuced the element of popular clamor 
into the proceedings of a deliberative body. 

After further discussion by Professor 
Brown, of Union seminary, and Elder C.

WILL MEET IN NASHVILLE. 


The Tennessee City Selected for Next Year's 
Assembly’ 

Macon, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)—There 
was an exceedingly large attendance today 
at the meeting of the general assembly of 
the southern Presbyterian church. The 
first order of the morning session was the 
revision of the directory of worship. 

The committee who had the work in 
charge stated that they had sought to pre- 
serve as far as possible the directory which 
had. become venerable by long use, correct- 
ing only such defects as were obvious. ° 

Among the revisions recommended were 


the following: 

“It is highly important that children 
should be with their parents and that the 
members of a family should sit together 
in the house of God. 

“The standing posture in public prayer 
is sanctioned by scripture and is reccom- 
mended by the practice of the primitive 
church and by immemorial usage of Pres- 
byterians. 

“The custom of persons leaving off at- 
tendance on the Sabbath school when they 
attain to maturity is not to be commended. 
The formation of adult classes for the study 
of the scriptures is earnestly recommended. 

“It is both a privilege and a duty plainly 
enjoined in scripture to make systematic 
and liberal offerings for the support of re- 
ligion and for the propagation of the gospel 
in our own and: in foreign lands, as well 
as for the rélief of the poor. 

“Meeting of the congregation for prayer 
shoul! be held under the direction of the 
session. The exercises should be ptayer, 
praise, the reading and expounding of the 
scriptures and exhortation. The male 
members should be encouraged in public 
prayer and they should be careful to make 
their prayers devotional and of moderate 
length.” 

The committee appointed to consider 
the overture of the Memphis presbytery 
regarding Sunday newspapers reported as 
follows: “The genera) assembly having in 
a former deliverance condemned in most 
unequivocal terms the publication and read- 
ing of Sunday newspapers, and having earn- 
estly advised all our people not to read 
newspapers of Sunday editions, this as- 
sembly reaffirms the former deliverance.” 

‘Lhe report was unanimously adopted. 
The chairman of the committee is Dr. SS. 
A. King, of Texas, thea former modera- 
tor. 

A memorial from the Chinese from the 
mission of New Orleans asking the assem- 
bly to use its influence in having the 
“Geary act” repealed was read. The 
matter was referred to the committee on 
foreign missions. 

Last week the female orphan asylum at 
Fredericksburg, Va.. offered to the as 
sembly their institution for the organiza- 
| sy and operation of a home and school 
or ministers’ orphans and for the children 
of foreign missionaries who have to be sent 
home for education. The proposition was 
referred to a special committee, who this 
morning reported favorably upon its ac- 
ceptance. e committee further recom- 
mended that the school be commended to 
the liberal and united support of all the 
churches under the jurisdiction of the as- 
sembly and that the proper legal authority 
be taken for organizing the institution and 
for obtaining the necessary additional 
means for_its successful operation. 

The report was tabled and will come up 
for consideration later.

A Novel Suit.

Cole says he was discharged without notice, 
and that when he demanded the causes of 
his removal he was given an evasive and 
unsatisfactory reply, wherefore he thinks 
he is entitled to damages in the sum of 
$5,000. He will press the suit to a finish. 

Cole, by the way, is a rather eccentric 
individual, having the accent that is pecu- 
liar to those Mnglishmen who live for a 
long time in the old country. His peculiar- 
ities have won for him the sobriquet of Lord 
Cole, H. M. S., and since his discharge he 
has made several unsuccessful attempts to 
practice law in the justice courts. He has 
evidently served a term in some English 
barrister’s office, as he has drawn his own 
papers in his ¢ase, and says he will take 
charge of his‘own suit.

"On last Wednesday night at the regular 
meeting of the faculty a holiday was granted 
the members of the senior class. This hol- 
iday Was the result of a request which had 


to attend the picnic to Tallulah Falls Thurs- 
day in a body. The middle class was at 
work in the chemical laboratory when the 
news of the good fortune of the senior Class 
reached them and the members immediately 
began operations to secure the same priv- 
ilege, taking as their text “Go thou, and do 
likewise.” 

A class meeting was called instanter by 
the president and in a few minutes a com- 
mittee was on its way to Dr. Hopkins’s room 
to wait on the faculty, which was still in 
session.

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‘AMONG THE BOUGHS OF THE OAKS. 


A Talk with Mr. Phares Bell, Who Is 
Stopping at the Ardmore—It Will 
Eclipse the Ponce de Leon. 


A costly hotel, exceeding in elegance that 
of the Ponce de Leon, is soon to be erect 
afmong the boughs of the Florida live 
oaks. ie 

This sounds like a startling proposition, 
and many will hoot at the idea. It 1s 


nevertheless true, and a few months will 
suffice to show that the plans have the 
merit of feakibility. They are now being 
tested, and those who are capable of judging 
say that the hotel will certainly be erected, 
and will be one of the wonders of the world. 

The idea of living in a tree, or any 
number of trees associated together, seems 
like a return to primitive customs. It 
vaguely calls to mind the possibility that 
after all there is some truth in evolution, 
and the breach between map and the 
monkey is not so great as it appeared 
formerly. - 

But that is a different story, and has 
nothing to do with the building of the 
hotel. The proposition to build this won- 
derful hotel is suggested by the presence 


in this city of Mr. Phares Bell, of Sumter 
county, Florida. 

Mr. Bell is one of the largest Jand owners 
in Florida, and the live oaks on his iract 
arise to an enormous height. They spread 
out their branches in gigantic fashion, evd 
cast a shadow upon the earth which cvvers 
several acres in exteya [he prospect 
which the trees offer to the eye is one of 
weird and picturesque beauty,:and there is 
not in the Land of ‘lowers a more august or 
dignified assembly than the one which is 
seen in this stately convention of oaks. 

The travels of Mr. Bell have carried tim 
into all parts of the world, and bis wind 
has at all times been actively. ac work. 
He bas gathered many ideas from his trips 
abroad, and these he has carefully utilized 
ip dis studies. On a recent visit to New 
Orleans he came in contact with a gertle- 
man who represented an English ageucy 
worth several millions of dollars. The pur- 
pose of the agency was !{o locate :n bis 
couutry at some convenient place a large 
hotel, that would rival ia ciegance the 
celebrated Pouce de Leon, at St. .\tgus- 


tine. 

Mr. Bell had a lengthy conversation with 
this gentleman, who stated to him tuat he 
had at bis disposal the sum vf $10,000,000. 
He was authorized to spend tke full amount 
of this capital in the erection of a mammoth 
hotel of unique and original design. 

The propusition of Mr. Pell to erect a 
hotel among the Florida live oaks, after a 
little explanation, met with enthusiastic 
favor, and the matter was discussed in 
detail. The result of that ccuversation 
will no doubt be the erection st the hc tel. 

Mr. Bell arrived in the city a few days 
ago, and is now stopping at the Ardmore, 
on Forsyth street. Since his arrival in-the 
city he has been suffering from a severe at- 
tack of indisposition, and has been under 
nedical treatment. 

A representative of The Constitution 
called to see him yesterday afternoon. In 
appearance Mr. Bell is tall and erect, with 
a very serious countenance, indicating 
thought rather than care, and one which 


invites the glance rather than repels it.

They are stalwart in their growth ard re- 
sistive qualities, and many of them are 
centuries old, without the least apparent 
signs of decay. The location which 1 have 
in view 18 very happily adapted to the pur- 
pose, and, by the exercise of a little imagi- 
pation, it would seem as if nature had 
specially intended these trees for the pur- 
— to which they are about to be ap- 
plied. 
_ “By sawing off the limbs at the top, it 
is possible to erect large platforms and 
surround these with bannisters. looking out 
upon the clear waters of the lake in the 
Snmediate vicinity. An excellent foundation 
can be obtained among the bouglis for build- 
ing the superstructure, and the building, 
by the expenditure of sufficient money, can 
be made a most delightful possibility. One 
of the trees, for example, is so arranged by 
natural growth as to constitute a perfect 
stairway, and this can be adopted by the 
architect who makes the design of the 
biulding. It is furthermore proposed to 
establish a plant near the lake for the pur- 
pose of supplying the hotel with light, and 
also for embellishing the lake with artifi- 
cial fires, which will give to the scene in 
the neighborhood of the hotel the 
charm _ of _ eastern magnificence. 
If the ideas which are now entertained are 
earried out and the natura! advantages of 
the place are fully appropriated, it will sur- 
pass anything ever before known in_the 
world. It will take a great deal of money 
to accomplish the enterprise, but the prom- 
ises are such as to warrant the expenditure’

and will make it the garden spot of the 
world. It will be a great thing for this 
section, and T am no dreamer or visionary 
speculator when I give you my assurance 
a the hotel will he a fact.””

Columbia,S.C.,May 22.—(S ecial.)—It is 
reported here that Captain V. EK. McBee 
is soon to be placed in charge of the Geor- 
gia Central system. Mr. Crawford, special 
counsel, and Mr. W. G. Oakman, president 
of the Richmond and Danville, passed 
through the city today on their way to At- 
lanta, where they will appear before Judge 
Jackson next Thursday on a motion to 
oust Receiver Comer and reinstate the 
Richmond and Danville people in control of 
the Central system under their lease se- 
cured by the bonds that they issued on 
the road. In that event it is said that 
Colonel MeBee is to take charge of the 
road. No one here is in a position to give 
any definite information as Colonel McBee 
is in Washington supposedly on this special 
matter. 

It comes from a trustworthy source that 
J. B. Cleveland, of Spartanburg, is to be 
receiver of the Port Royal and Western 
Carolina rodéd. which is now in the hands 
of Receiver Gomer, about whose removal 
there js considerable litigation in the 
court of South Carolina and Georgia. 
Judge Simonton has been requested, by the 
bondholders of both the majori- 
ty and the minority factions in case 
Comer is not retained to appoint some 
practical business man who is not allied 
with anv road. 

There geems to be no doubt that the 
South Carolina and Richmond and Danville 
roads will bring suits for damages against 
the sheriffs who locked un the railroad roll- 
ing stock in obedience to Governor Till- 
man’s orders. As near as can be learned 
the suits of the South Carolina road will 
amount, to $27.000. and those of the Rich- 
mond and Danville to $33,000. It is said 
that these suits are based on actual esti- 
mates of losses by the roads in the tying 
up of their stock and in the delay of matter 
in transit.

On account of the serious nature of the 
malady, and the fears prevalent in the 
neighborhood among apprelelsive parents, 
that an epidemic would be the result, re 
closing of the school was strenuous.) a 
yocated. A large number wiludrew their 
children last week, aud alter tue disclosures 
of last Sunday, in wiich a pulmber of vther 
caseS were brought to light, the determiilia- 
tion to withdraw thelr culiuren seized upon 
ua greater number.

Aiter consulting with the committee on 
sanitation the superintendent issued his or- 
der closing the school. It was carried to 
the building with all dispatch aud within 
a few minutes the building was deserted 
of its occupants. 

The closing of the school is much to be 
regretted-on account of the fact that the 
close of the term is near at hand. in just 
two weeks the public examination occurs, 
and the children for the last few days have 
been busy with their preparations, practic- 
ing their speeches and making all their ar- 
raugements for the last day. 

The center of excitement appears to be in 
the district in which the schoo] is situated. 
Though complaints have come from other 
localities none of them have been traced tu 
a definite source. 

lt was rumored yesterday that several 
cases had been disclosed in Walker street 
school district. Investigation was made, 
however, and it was found that the state- 
ment was due to excitement rather than 
truth. Only one case of scarletina has been 
found, and this of such a light character 
as to warrant no serious apprehensions. 

Superintendent Slaton was geen yesterday 
afternoon in regard to the situation. 

“There is no warrant as yet,” said he, 
“for closing Walker street school. So far 
as investigation has proceeded only one or 
two cases of sickness have been disclosed, 
aud these of such a character as to excite 
no alarm whatever. The fever owes’ its 
origin to a cause beyond the schools. The 
yards are kept in perfect condition; and the 
health officers will agree with me as to the 
sanitary condition of the schools. Every 
care has been exercised that is calculated to 
promote the health of the pupils and to 
prevent the spread of diseases. The un- 
easiness of the parents, however, is natp- 
ral. and their anxiety for the welfare of 
their children is heartily shared by the board. 
I am inclined to think that the scare will be 
over in a few days. and that nothing will 
interfere with the close of the school term.

be more readily killed. The embalmers and 
undertakers of some of our larger northern 
and eastern cities are making great strides 
in this good work of exterminating disease 
germs, after death occurs, thereby preventing 
other fatalities. Professor Slaton and his 
advisers have no doubt done all they could 
to stamp out the scarlet fever, and I sincerely 
mK they or sucéeeded.

There is but one way to measure the 
rise. in gold and that.is by the fall in 
the prices of the staple commodities dur- 
ing the past twenty years. The tables 
of comparison are easy of access to 
those who are interested in this branch 
of the subject, and they form an infalli- 
ble guide. The commodities have fiuc- 
tuated in response to the laws of supply 
and demand, but their general course 
has been downwnurd. There are periods 
when no perceptible change manifests 
itself, but suddenly there is a panic, or 
a semi-panic, and when the _ trouble 
blows over, it is found that prices have 
adjusted themselves to the dearer gold 
standard by falling a notch lower. The 
collapse of prices—the contraction of 
values—is called a pahic. Values ad- 
just themSelves to the increased values 
of gold, and th¢h business adjusts itself 
at its leisure to the lower prices and 
values. Each panic, or semi-panic, 
since 1873, has marked the contraction 
of values and has marked another step 
toward the final and iifévitable collapse 
that the single gold standard is prepar- 
ing the nations of the earth for. 

A current telegram credits Baron 

Bleachroder, the famous financier of 
Germany, with declaring that his coun- 
try stands aghast at the falling prices 
in America. Why should so@famous a 
financier stand aghast? It is merely 
the result of the single gold standard, 
which is sweeping away values and 
destroying the prosperity of the people. 
Prices and values here have been seri- 
ously affected by the demonetization of 
silver, as was seen in the financial col- 
lapses of 7873 and 1885, but they have 
never really succumbed to it. They 
have been bolstered up by silver legisla- 
tion—tnadequate as such legislation has 
been—and by the Knowledge that an 
overwhelming majority of the people 
are in favor of restoring silver to our 
currency. But it must be clear to any 
person who has given this matter any 
attention that we shave recently taken 
another step in the downward move- 
ment of values and prices. 
When Wall street was in the midst 
of its stock collapse awhile ago The Con- 
stitution put its finger on the source of 
the trouble, and there is not a feature 
of the situation that we did not then 
outline and explain. The sensitive and 
unsafe stocks were the first to feel the 
shoek of the Harrison policy of demone- 
tizing our silver coin by refusing to re- 
cognize it as money of final payment. 
The more sensitive and unsafe they 
were the greater the shock. The In- 
dustrials went down with a crash. The 
Constitution said then that othemsvalues 
would follow speedily. That this will 
be the result is shown by the attitude 
nnd course of the banks. These insti- 
tutions, with an accumul®T@on of mil- 
lions of money in excess of their lawful 
reserve, refuse to make time loans to 
any extent. They deal it out in drib- 
lets to their soundest customers. Prac- 
tically, the money they hold is out of 
circulation. 

As in New York so in other large 
cities. Wall street sets the pace. When 
the banks there tighten their grip on 
money the rest of the banks follow suit. 
This will inevitably affect the mercan- 
tile community and all forms of bust- 
ness. Dear money makes low prices; 
dear money contracts values. These 
self-evident truths bring us around again 
to the starting point. Prices and val- 
ues are adjusting themsclves to the in- 
creased value of gold. We are taking 
another long step in the direction of 
the inevitable collapse that will end our 
experience with the single gold stand- 
ard. We need not run to the books 
for arguments and figures. The per- 
formance is fiking place before our 
very eyes.

In reply to cablegrams of inquiry 
from The New York World, all-the sov- 
ereigns of Europe state that they regret 
their inability to attend our world’s 
fair. 

The responses are all courteous, with 
the exception of the Turkish sultan’s 
answer to the effect that it is not cus- 
tomary to receive telegrams from per- 
sons whose acquaintance he has not the 
honor of claiming. 

We must recognize the fact that roy- 
alty still holds aloof from the republic. 
The hereditary apostles of the divine 
right of kings cannot trust their sacred 
persons on the soil of a country mwhose 
65,000,000 citizens proclaim the sov- 
ereignty of manhood, guaranteed bv the 
magna charta of triumphant democracy. 

It is all right. After all, we van 
well afford to dispense with the pres- 
ence of the Guelphs, the Hohenzollerns 
and Hapsburghs, and the successor of 
the Caesars, when the most charming 
and radiant representative of the roy- 
alty of the old world is here among us, 
the guest of the nation, winning hearts, 
and reigning over willing subjects 
through the sweet charm of, beautiful 
and gracious womanhood. | 

The infanta of Spain is worth a round 
dozen of Europe’s rulers. If not a 
sovereign, she is a royal princess, whose 
ancestors once easily controlled this 
hemisphere, and we cannot forget that 
her ancient line will foreycr share with 
Columbus some of the glory of the dis- 
covery of this new world, where west- 
ward the star of empire takes its way. 

The republic gladly welcomes royalty 
in the person of the infanta, and when 
she graces the world’s fair the absence 
of her crowned cousins will be forgot- 
ten. The princess will be the bright 
particular star of our Columbian jubilee.

Democracy on Guard. 

We have searched and waited in vain 
to find in any of the mugwump news- 
papers comments on, allusions to, or 
criticisms of Mr. Cleveland’s contempt- 
uous repudiation of mugwumpery an 
mugwumps. This is curious, too, for 
the mugwump element is notorious for 
its capacity to talk back, to “Jaw,” and 
to split hairs. The jargon of the whole 
tribe has been sifted and selected with 
an eye to its employment in criticising 
its sympathizers and in “cussing out’ 
its enemies. 

It is both curious and _ interesting, 
therefore, to note that the mugwumps, 
gifted with a vocabulary exactly suited 
to the occasion, have refrained from 
making any remarks on Mr. Cleveland’s 
attitude, announced in stentorian tones 
to the whole country.. It may be they 
are stunned by the suddenness of the 
announcement and by the unequivocal 
meaning which Mr. Cleveland gave to 
his refusal to appoint Editor Myrick to 
ottice; but if so, it-is the first time the 
mugwumps have ever been seized by 
an amazement calculated to silence their 
chatter. If they have lived for their 
volubility to desert them in this, their 
supreme hour of need, their condition 
is indeed pitiable. 

That Mr. Cleveland’s attitude toward 
the mugwumps is abundantly justified 
no thoughtful man wili deny. His con- 
temptuous repudiation of their boasted 
influence over him and of his alleged 
sympathy with them will serve to draw 
him still closer to the democratic masses 
who supported him and who believe in 
him. For there can be but one inter- 
pretation of his recent announcement. 
If he resents as in the nature of a per- 
sonal affront a statement that classifies 
him as a mugwump, what must be the 
nature and extent of his contempt for 
mugwumpery itself? The truth is, Mr. 
Cleveland is a democrat. He stands 
on the democratic platform and no mug- 
wump can consistently stand there with 
him. He will carry out the pledges 
made by the party to the people, and 
no mugwump can sympathize with such 
intentions. 


An Appropriate Suggestion. 

In another column we publish a com- 
munication from a well-known Atlanta 
merchant, suggesting that the business 
houses of this city close on fhe after- 
noon of the day that the body of Jef- 
ferson Davis is brought to Atlanta.

A Living Pillar of Fire. 

Last Saturday morning the cif®%zens 
of Brooklyn who chanced to be walking 
along Fulton avenue saw a horrifying 
spectacle. 

Above them, on the top of a tower 
wagon, wis a lineman literally roasting 
alive. The poor fellow had come i 
contact with a live trolley wire. a 
lurid flame illuminated his face, leap- 
ing forth from his mouth, nose and ears. 
The man’s nose was burned to a crisp; 
his right cheek was eaten away, and 
his forehead waS consumed to the skull. 

The lineman struggled to free him- 
self from the wire that was sizzling into 
his flesh, and finally fell prostrate on 
the wagon, with his head and shoulders 
enveloped in a mass of flame. 

Hundreds of spectators saw this 
fiery terror twisting and squirming in 
his agony, and the sight was so awe- 
some that they were rooted to the spot, 
unable to lift a hand. Somebody cut 
the wire and the half-roasted victim 
was rescued. 

It is hard to believe, but the doctors 
say that he will recovér. The man’s 
almost superhuman nerve, his love of 
life and his wonderful will power seem 
to be pulling him through. He will 
always bé a shattered wreck, horribly 
disfigured with scars that make him “A 
hideous monster, but he will live. The 
case is almost without a parallel. 


The Income Tax Again. 

Within the past few weeks the 
graded income tax, so long and earnest- 
ly advocated in these columns, has come 
to the front as one of the most promi- 
nent issues of the day. or 

It is generally believed that the 
president and his cabinet favor such a 
tax, and it may be that Mr. Cleveland 
will take occasion in an early message 
to’ call the attention of congress to the 
matter. As a purely business proposi- 
tion, no partisan significance should be 
attached to it. The question to be con- 
sidered is whether a graded income tax 
ls the best and fairest method of rais- 
ing revenue to meet the expenses of the 
government, 

Instead of considering thfs tax as an 
Imposition, why not regard it as a dis- 
tribution of a burden which should be 
borne by all in proportion to their abil- 
Ity and the benefits they derive from 
the government. We are supposed to 
have no privileged classes, and there- 
fore in the matter of taxation it is 
grossly inconsistent to exempt the class 
best ‘able to pay. On the other hand. 
it is only just that the ineome tax 


whose incomes are so small that a tax 
would cripple their owners and make it 
Impossible for them to earn an Income. 
The tax should toticli those who can 
pay without distress. Such a tax 
wonld reach much of the concealed 
wealth of the eountry, and people would 
pay in proportion to their prosperity. 
Under our present system, the poor 
man who invests in visible property 
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come of $10,000, 

A graded income tax would correct 
these evils, and. distribute more justly 
the burden of taxation. A tax on in- 
comes of $10,000 and over, increasing 
the percentage on inéémes Of $20,000 
and so on would strike those who are 
able to béar it without inconvenience, 
and we could then reduce our tariff to 
a free trade basis, and the government 
would raise its necessary revenue with- 
out taxing the toiling masses into Ui 
mire of poverty. 

So much for~the justice of such a 
tax. It could be collected. England 
collects it, and we can do it. Possibly 
it would tempt a few to commit per- 
jury. The penitentiary will stop all 
that. It would give us far less trouble 
than the collection of the internal rey- 
enue taxes, and it would strike the very 
classes who have been enriched by the 
favoritism of the government, and 
whose duty it is to bear their propor- 
tionate share of the public burdens. 


We Deceive Ourselves. 
The Chicago Inter Ocean says: 


The literature which meets the demands of 
today is more thoughtful than formerly. The 
historian must put into bis history something 
besides the narration of events, or however 
graphically he may write he palls on the 
appetite. History musb penetrate below the 
surface and show causes, as well as effects. 
The poet who would command admiration 
must not try to please by a pleasant jingle 
of words, or a sweet lisp in the accent. The 
novelist must bear in mind that plot is 
subordinate to thought. 

All this sounds very fine, but is it 


true? Have we better historians than 
Gibbon and Macaulay, better poets than 
Shakespeare, Byron and Burns, better 
novelists than Scott, Dickens and ‘Thack- 
eray? 

Wherein are we the gainers when 
the historian theorizes, the poet analy- 
zes, alld the novelist gives us a tiny 
streamlet of thought in a boundless 
desert of jargon? 

The truth is, we are getting along 
fairly well, but we deceive ourselves 
with self-praise when we claim that wo 
are more intellectual than formerly. 
[ntellectuality is simply more widely 
diffused among the masses—that is all. 
When we investigate its quality it will 
be found that it is, to say the least, no 
more vigorous and brilliant than it was 
generations ago. 

We have a mob of people these days 
who write with ease, according to c#m- 
ventional rules, but fn all the countless © 
host how many names can we point to 
that will rank with those of the im- 
mortals of the past? — 

The Inter Ocean belongs to a growing 
class that would have us decry every- 
thing that is old and magnify every- 
thing that is new. It belongs to that 
class of modern artists who regard the 
carving of cherrystones as something 
requiring more genius than {is displayed 
in the sculptured marbles of Greece 
and Rome.

Bimetallism and State Banks. 

Editor Constitution—The state bank ques- 
tion and the silver question are two issues 
entirely separate and apart each from the 
other. State bank notes go to make up the 
credit money of the country, and how much 
of that money there shall be, of what it 
shall consist and by whom it shall be issued 
are matters relating to credit money only and 
form one question. Gold and silver, under 
free coinage of both metuls, constitute the 
standard primary money of the country in 
which all debts may be paid and all credit 
money must be redeemed. That is another 
question. 

Whether our paper currency consists en- 
tirely of greenbacks, or of national bank 
notes, or of state bank notes, or of a mixture 
of all, does not affect the question of re- 
demption. The entire issue, no matter what 
it may be, is redeemable in the standard 
money of the county, whatever that is. 

In determining, therefore, whether the final 
money of payment and redemp son shall be 
gold and silver, or gold only, whether our 
svete standard shall be monometallie or 
bimetallic, the character and kind of the 
paper money afloat need not be taken Into 
cousideration. 

It is true there is a disposition to mix and 
confound these entirely distinctive issues, 
but those who have heretofore made the at- 
tempt have been mostly goldolators, who are 
indifferent as between the various kinds of 
paper money so | as all of it is redeema- 
ble in gold only. That Is to say, having se- 
cured as a finality the gold dollar as the 
sole standard of value, they are willing to 
give the people their choice of the paper 
representative of such gold dollar. It will 
be a matter of regret if any of our bimetal- 
lists allow themselves to be caught with suck 
chaff, to affect to believe that an dssue of 
state bank notes redeemable in gdld will 
settle the silver question. 

Whether or not there shall be an issue of 
state bank notes is a matter that should be 
settled by the states, each state for itself. 
If New York does not desire a local issue of 
paper money it does not seem right that such 
money should be forced upon her. On the 
other hand, if Georgia wants state banks, 
- is manifest she does, she ought to have 

m. 


The only. thing that stands in the way is 
the act of congress, passed to facilitate the 
circulation of national bank notes, taxing 
notes of state banks 10 per cent every time 
they are paid out over a banking counter. 
In the judgment of the writer congress never 
had any aythority to pass such a law: it 
was an outrageous enactment and it ought 
to be forthwith repealed by the incoming 
democratic congress. 

It is not likely to be repealed, judging 
from the action of the last Cease of repre- 
sentatives, but no matter what the outcome, 
the question of a single or double standard is 
not affected one way or the other by it.

The unveiling will take place at 2 o’clock. 

The introductory speech will be made by 
Hon. George T. Barnes, of Augusta, who is 
the president of the Stephens Memorial 
Association.

1. According to the practice in this state 


the failure of the plaintiff to support some 
of the allegations in his declarauun by ev- 
idence Is no reason why the allegations 
sivuld be stricken out on motion of counsel 
for the defendant. 

2. The inexperience and consequent in- 
competency of a fireman to properly handle 
and run a locomotive will not subject the 
railroad company to an @ction for a personal 
injury resulting therefrom to another em- 
ploye who, knowing of the inexperience of 
the fireman, made no objection to serve 
with him in passing over a switch and en- 
tering a siding for the purpose of connect- 
ing the‘locomotive with cars standing 
thereon. As the plaintiff admitted in his 
testimony on the stand that he knew of 
the fireman's inexperience, this put that 
ground of the action out of the case, and 
the court Should not have submitted it to 
the jury as a possible basis of recovery.

1. In a trial for burglary where it ap- 
— that the accused was a servant in a 
oarding house and entered a hired room 
of a lodger, by using the key which he ob- 
tained by taking it from where the occu- 
pant of the room usually kept it hanging 
up in the hall, and there was no evidence 
Whatever that the accused had any duties 
to perform in the room, or that he had any 
permission to enter it or had ever entered it, 
by direction or permission of any gne, it 
was not error as against him to instruet 
the jury that “if he had a right to go in 
there, and went in by permission of the 
owner or permission of the person who 
had authority to send him in—if he was 
directed for instance to go in there and 
clean up the room or open it, and went in 
by permission of the owner, and, after being 
in, stole—that would not be burglary, but 
Jarceny from the house.” 

«. Nor was it error to charge the jury 
thus: “If the defendant asserts that he 
went in by permission of the landlady it 
is his duty to make it appear, upon the 
state showing that the room was broken 
and unlawfully entered, and that the de- 
fendant did it—that it was unlawfully en- 
@#ered by the defendant by taking the key 
and opening the door—and if the defend- 
ant sets up that he went in there by per- 
mission of any one who has a right to 
give it, it is his business to make it ap- 
pear,” this charge being made while stating 
the law applicable to the case generally, 
and not while charging on the petitioner's 
statement, and there being nothing what- 
ever in the evidence adduced by the state 
tending to show that the accused had per- 
mission to enter the room for any purpose. 
In another part of the charge the jury 
were distinctly informed that they were 
authorized to take the prisoner’s statement 
for what they thought it was worth, and 
they could receive it all as true and ac- 
cept it in preference to the sworn evidence. 
The statement set up that it was the busi- 
ness and practice of the accused to go into 
the room to clean it up, that he went in 
for .that purpose on the oceasion of the 
alleged burglary. and after so doing took 
the goods, locked the door. carried the key 
back and hung it up in its place. 

3. The evidence warranted the verdict, 
and there was no error in denying a new 
trial; but the long term of thirteen years in 
the penitentiary, imposed by the sentence, 
being apparently out of proportion with 
the circumstances attending the commission 
of the offense, direction is given that the ac- 
cused, if not already undergoing his punish- 
ment. be resentenced, and that the presid- 
ing judge reduce the penalty if in his opinion, 
after further reflection, so doing will con- 
sist with the ends of justice and the proper 
enforcement of the law.

urglury; Gus Dupree, ten years for assault 
With intent to murder; John Brown,. five 
years for burglary; I. A. Wilkerson, four 
years for. forgery; Zach Simmons, two 
years for assault with intent to murder. 

Gus Dupree is the negro who shot Laura 
Jenkins at a negre pienic about a month 
ago, and who came s0 Dear being hanged 
for his pains. Zach Simmons, fifteen years 
old, shot another negro boy in @ row over a 
gaine of baseball a month ago, and came 
Within an acé of being strangied by the ex- 
cited crowd of negroes that gathered at the 
sound of the shot, who thought that the vic- 
tim of Simmons’s pistol was dead. 

John Jackson, Skimme Hails partner in 
crime, and a member of the’ notorious Hall 
gang of burglars, did not go witZ the other 
convicts to the mines. He has, like Hall, a 
sentence of twelve years, but remained in 
jail pending an appeal. He hopes to come 
clear on a confession of Hall’s which fully 
relieves him of all complicity in the crimes 
of the bad gang. But the confession of the 
notorious leader was altogether too sweep- 
ing to convince the court, and it now seems 
likely that Jackson will yet have to follow 
his leader.

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ATLANTA'S POLICE CHICE HONORED. 


He ls Made Vice President of the Association 
of Police Chiefs at Chicago, 

Atlanta’s chief of police is making himself 

heard at the conveution of police chiefs in 
‘hicago. He has been signaily honored by 

the convention, and not one of the big 

chiefs in attendance has figured mcre prom- 

aga in the proceedings of the body than 
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Chief Connolly was on Saturday elected 
as one of the five vice presidents of the As- 
sociation of Police Chiefs. This election 
Was quite an honor, considering the fact 
that the chiefs of the police forces of the 
biggest cities of the country are in attend- 
ance upon the convention. Chief Connolly 
Was also appoinied a member of a very im- 
portant committee of. seven chiefs to formu- 
late a set of fixed rules concerning the ar- 
rest of criminals upon telegraphic adviees. 
This has been the most discussed and most 
important matter before the conveution. It 
Was found, upon a full discussion of the 
matter, that the laws of the several states 
governing this matter differed widely. In 
some states persons arrested upon a tele- 
graphed request from another police chief 
could be held only a few hours. Im other 
cities prisoners thus arrested could be kept 
for thirty days. ‘The adoption of wniform 
laws on this point was connived at by the 
convention, and to simplify the matter the 
committee of which Chief Connolly was 
ohne Was appointed. 

The convention has been very busy dis- 
cussing the Bertilion system of identifying 
criminals. Chief Connolly writes home to 
friends that he is having a good time.

IT 18 VERY TEDIOUS LITIGATION. 


The Lower Court Can Send Ryan Back to 
Jail or Allow Him to Stay Outif 
He Can Not Pay the Money.

The supreme court is getting very tired 
of the Ryan case. . 

The court handed down a decision yester- 
day remanding the case to Judge Marshall 
Clarke and directing him to decide whether 
Steve Ryan should be sent back to jail or 
remain out on bail. In concluding the judg- 
ment the supreme court says that it trusts 
thie tedious: litigation may be brought to a 
proper conclusion without further difficulty 
on the part of the court or counsel as to the 
principles of law and practice involved, 

In a perusal of the decision one can al- 
most the distinguished court emit a 
sich of relief at passing the troublesome 
case out of its hands, for the present at 
least. 

The main point of interest involved is 
whether the merchant will have to go back 
to jail or not. Judge Clarke, when he had 
this matter up the last time, concluded that 
Ryan should be released on bond, and he 
based his decision on the act of the last gen- 
eral assembly in -regard to imprisonment 
for contempt of court where the contempt 
relates to a refusal to surrender money 
which a defendant may be presumed to 
wrongfully hold. 

The supreme court says that Judge 
Clarke can call in the aid of a jury if he 
wishes to arrive at the questiong of fact. 
That has always been within the power of 
a court of chancery. Judge Clarke can call 
a jury or not as he sees fit. It is discre- 
tionary with him. The court says that it 
bad not presumed that its previous ruling 
on the contempt case was. susceptible of 
being coustrued to mean that the lower 
court should reopen.the contempt case. The 
judgment that Ryan wag in contempt of 
court reiaains unaltered and in full force. 
But there is nothiag in its judgment, says 
the supreme court, to determine the dura- 
tion of punishment for contempt, for the 
imprisonment might be perpetual. It is not 
required that Ryan shall be kept in prison 
until he pays over the seventy odd thousand 


’ dollars which the auditor found he retains. 


lf he cannot pay the money over, or if the 
court thinks that he has been punished 
enough, the contempt case can be dismissed 
ut any time by the lower court or he can be 
released on bond. The creditors of Ryan 
objected to his release on bond, but that is 
a mnatter in the power of Judge Clarke, and 
without reference to the act of the legisla- 
ture at the last session. 

So now the case is sent back to Judge 
Clarke for him to consider it on the excep- 
uons to Auditor Peeples’s report. 

Lhe text of the decision of the supreme 
— ee. It is not brief, but it is clear: 
AUUssvery, receiver, et al. v. Ryan.—B 
tue Court: 1. A person undergoing loineieos- 
ent under a judgment of the superior court 
udjudicating him to be in contempt in dis- 
obeying an order to pay over money to a re- 
ceiver, Which adjudication has been affirmed 
by the supreme Court, having, after the pas- 
“~ of the act of December 22, 1892. pro- 
viding for trial ‘by jury before imprisonment 
fur contempt, petitioned the superier court for 
a trial in the matter prescribe@ By that act 
of the question of contempt, the case made 
by the petition was not a mere motion 
touching the mode of conducting a pending 
proceeding in the original case, but was itself 
a néw and distinct case, haviug for its object 
a trial de novo of the question of contempt, 
ust as though that question had not been 
previously tried and ftinally determined be- 
fore the passage of the act on which the pe- 
tition was founded. The granting of a motion 
to dismiss the petition would consequently 
have been a final disposition of the case 
thereby made. This being so, a denial of the 
motion by the superior court is, under section 
4250 of the cod, subject to review by writ 
of error, although, because of such denial, 
the case is still pending in that court. 

2. The direction given by this court in the 
ease of Ryan v. Kingsbery, receiver, et al., 
89 Ga. 228, did not provide for or contemplate 
the opening or modification of the judgment 
by which the fact of contempt was adjudi- 
cated, or the rendition of any new judgment 
on that subject. The object of the inquiry 
suggested was to ascertain whether, on the 
actual facts, and. notwithstanding the legal 


* coneclusiveness of the judgment on the question 


of contempt, the imprisonment should be con- 
tinned or terminated. To guide the discre- 
tion of the court in administering remedial 
punishment, the term of which is not fixed 
by law, all pertinent facts may be adduced 
and considered, no matter whether they be 
consistent or inconsistent with a previous 
indgment in the case or in any other case. 
The conscience of the court may seek light 
wherever it is to be found. The element of 
eonclusiveness in the judgment does not ex- 
tend to the duration of the imprisonment. 
If so, the imprisonment might be perpetual. 
3. In the direction above mentioned there 
is nothing to hinder or prevent the presiding 
judge from referring or refusing to refer to a 
jury any question of fact arising upone the 
auditor’s report, the method of informing his 
conscience as to the actual truth of disnnted 
facts heing no less open to his discretion in 
this ease than in any other in which the 
powers of the court of chancery are to be 
exercised. Indeed, nothing whatever con- 
tained In the direction was intended to be 
mandatory except as to the range of the In- 
quiry, if any should be made, and its freedom 
from the trammels of any previous investiga- 


. tion. 


+. The act of 1892 above mentioned ig 
Prospective in its whole scope and purpose. 
It does not apply. and was not intended to 
apply, to any case in which a party had. 
previonsly to its passage. been adjudged guilty 
of contempt, and was undergoing punishment 
therefor when the act was passed. 

5. Imprisonment for contempt, when not 
regniated by statute, being subfect to the 
sound discretfon of the court, or the presiding 
Judge. it is not per se illegal to admit to hall 
one who has heen adjndged guilty of contemnt 
and who has undergone a protracted punish- 
met therefore, this being done while a 
lengthy inquiry is in progress to ascertain 
whether he onght to be further imprisoned 
or not. The act of 1892 not being applicable 
to the nending investigation of the anditor’s 
report. the jndge shonld determine the qneatton 
of allowing or refusing’ bail without reference 
to the provisions of that act. 

Jndgement reversed.

“pefendant in the above Stated case comes 
and respectfully represents to the court that 
be is now imprisoned in the county jail of 
Fulton county for failing to pay over to the 
plaintiff, as receiver, certain money under an 
order of this court heretofgre made in the 
case of L. & C. Wise and others against this 
defendant and others. The plaintiff, as re- 
ceiver, alleged that defendant had a certain 
sum of money within his power, custody or 
control which he was withholding and refus- 
ing and failing to pay over, and defendant 
has denled that he had the power, custody 
or control of said money, or any part thereof, 
and he now here again repeats said denial. 
Defendant asks permission of the court to 
file this. his motion, that the issue formed by 
said allegation of the receiver and dental 
of defendant may be tried by a jury.’’ The 
receiver demurred to this petition on various 
grounds, and moved to dismiss it. The pre- 
siding judge overruled the demurrer, refused 
to dismiss the petition, and passed an order 
granting the prayer for a trial by a jury 
“as provided in the act approved December 
22, 1892,’’ and directing that Ryan be admit- 
ted to bail, ‘“‘the bond to be conditioned for 
his personal appearance to answer the judg- 
ment or decree of the court in the premises.”’ 
The bill of exceptions in the present case as- 
signs as error the granting of this order. 

1. A motion was made to dismiss the writ 
of error on the ground that ‘“‘the case’’ had 
not beeen finally disposed of, and was pend- 
ing in the court below. It will be observed 
that the petition filed by Ryan does not 
make the slightest reference or allusion to 
the anditor’s report. the exceptions thereto, 
or the pending proceedings thereon. It is 
plainly and manifestly an effort to obtain 
a trial of the question of contempt in the 
manner pointed out by. the act above _re- 
ferred to. Its evident object and purpose was 
tO secure a de novo investigation of that 
question without any reference whatever to 
the fact that ff had already been tried and 
finally adjudicated. In our opinion, this pe- 
tition of itself originated an entirely new 
and distinct case. It cannot’ be regarded as 
& motion for a trial by jury of the issues 
between the parties arising upon the audi- 
tor’s report and the exceptions filed to the 
same. There is nothing whatever in the rec- 
ord to indicate that it had any such purpose, 
On the contrary, it sought a new and inde- 
pendent trial by jury of the issues originally 
made hetween the receiver and Ryan. The 
fact, therefore, that the proceedings upon 
the auditor’s report are still pending and un- 
disposed of in the court below presents no 
reason whatever for dismissing the case now 
before this court on the ground that it was 
brought up prematurely. If the court had 
granted the motion to dismiss the petition 
of Ryan, that certainly would have been a 
final disposition of the case made by that 
petition, and consequently, a denial of this 
motion is, under section 4250 of the code. 
subject to review by writ of error, that sec- 
tion authorizing the suing out of a bill of 
exceptions whenever “the decision or judg- 
ment complained of, if it had been rendered 
as claimed by the plaintiff in error, would 
have been a final disposition of the cause.”’ 

2. The able jurist whose judgment is now 
under review, and who is deservedly distin- 
og nee for the clearness and accuracy of 
his legal pecement. but who, like all mortals 
it not infallible, fell into the error of suppos- 
ing that by the direction given in the case 
reported in 89 Georgia, supra, the object of 
this court was ‘“‘to grant to Mr. Ryan a full 
rehearing of his cuse, just as if it never 
had been tried by any court before.” An 
examination of the opinion filed by Judge 
Clarke will show that by the language above 
quoted therefrom he meant to sar ¢hat he 
understood the question of coucempt or no 
ym fy was reopened. We had not suppos- 
ed that the language used in this direction 
was susceptible of this construction. Having 
expressly and distinctly ruled that the fact 
that Ryan was in contempt of the court was 
res adjudicata, and having in that case af. 
firmed the judgment of the court below so 
determining, we certainly did not intend that 
the previous judgment by which the fact of 
contempt had been originally adjudicated 
should be reopened or in any manner wodi- 
fied, or that any new judgment on this sub- 
ject should be rendered. We do not think 
the language of the direction given, consid- 
ered by itself, necessarily importa chat any 
such rt | was intended, and when that 
language is construed in the light of the 
surrounding facts and the history of the 
litigation up to that time, giving this court 
credit for consistency, there would be even 
less room for doubt upon. this question. 


‘There is the widest possible difference be- 


tween the legal conclusiveness of a judgment, 
and the actual truth of what it adjudicates 
Judgments are conclusive between parties 
upon the facts to which they relate, but ev- 
ery one knows that judgments by the hundred 
fail to speak the real truth of the cases in 
which they were rendered. The object of 
the inquiry suggested by the direction above

Even 
if it could constitutionally do so, it does not 
in fact apply, and in our opinion was not 
even intended to apply, to any case lfke the 
present in which a party had already been 
adindged gnilty of contempt, and was under- 
going punishment for the contempt at the 
time the act was passed. It declares that 
from and after its passage section 4711 of 
the code is to be amended “so that sald sec- 
tion. when amended, shall read,’ ete. Noth- 
ing in the act gives it any application to 
eases already disposed of, or indicates that 
it shal) have any operation except as to 
cases of contempt arising after ifs passage. 
That this is @e proper view of this act, we 
think too obvious to require argument. 

5. Exception was also taken to so much 
of the order of the court as admitted Ryan 
to bail. It has alrendy been shown that the 
duration of imprisonment for contempt, when 
not regulated by statute, is subject to the 
sound discretion of the court, or the pre- 
siding judge. Accordingly, it would be within 
the power of theyjudge, for proper and suf- 
ficient reasons, to a Ss et 
imprisonment a person undergoing punish- 
nestor contempt in cases of this character. 
The power to discharge absolutely necessarily 
Includes the powss to grant a qualified dis- 
charge. or release from imprisonment, by 
allowing bail pending a protracted investiga- 
tion, the very purpose of which is to ascer- 
tain whether the party ought to be further im- 
prisoned or not. In the present case, how- 
aver, the judge being erroneously of the opin- 
ion that the Judgment of contempt against 
Rran had been practically set aside by the 
indement of this court, and consequently hav- 
ing held that the act of 1892 would be appli- 
eable to the trial by jury contemplated by 
the order granted by him, may have consid- 
ered it his imperative duty to allow bail in 
accordance with the provisions of the act 
mentioned.

A TALK WITH RECEIVER ARMISTEAD, 


Who Thinks That People Are Willing to 
Pay Taxes on Sure Enough Property, 
but Object to Double Taxation. 


The time for the giving in of the city tax 
returns has been extended to July Ist. 

This action will be gratifying to the tax- 
payers, and shows the readiness of the city 
authorities to meet the wishes of the peo- 
ple. The story of how this action came 
about is told in the regular proceedings of 
the city council. 

A Talk with Tax Receiver Armistead. 

“The state assessment law needs an over- 
hauling badly,” said Tax Receiver Arm- 
istead, yesterday, as he leaned back and 
lengthened out one of his gallusses in the 
effort to get cool. 

“Yes,” said he, “the act of the state- 
house officers in changing the day on which 
property became subject to assessment from 
April Ist to March Ist, caught a great 
many people unawares. I can count readily 
over $200,000 which has been returned 
which I am satisfied was caught out by this 


act, and which would have been out of the 


way by the Ist of April. My. observation, 
however, is that people do not object to 
paying taxes on genuine property, but that 
they kick immensely when they are called 
upon to pay taxes upon the mere evidence 
that some one else has his property. Why 
for instance, after a given piece of real 
estate, which is the property in dispute, 
has paid all that it owes to the taxing power, 
should it be called upon again in the shape of 
the bond for title which a purchaser holds. 
Is not once often enough to tax the same 
article? The imposition of these double 
and treble taxes upon property works solely 
against the commercial centers of the state. 
and does not affect the purely rural sec- 
tions, which escape their share of the bur- 
den by putting it off on the man who lives 
in the city. 
The Increase in Returns. 

“The chances are,”’ continued the tax re- 
ceiver, “that this year will show a large 
increase in values in this county. It is a 
healthy sign when you see a property owner 
come in ald largely increase his own hold- 
ings. It shows that the people are prosper- 
ing and are contented, and consequently 
that business is good: 

“Yes,” answered Mr. Armistead, in re- 
sponse to a question, “I have known cases 
of where men gave in fictitious values as 
to their wealth in order to gain commercial 
rating. You can see how easy it is to in- 
vest $000 in paying taxes on bogus property, 
and thus being enabled to refer the agents 
of the commercial agencies to the tax books 
to find out their standing. This is a queer 
world we are living in, and there are not 
many tricks which bave not been tried in 
the effort to get a little advance in this 
world’s goods. ' 

_, While all this conversation was going on 
fax Collector Stewart was standing by with 
his face wreathed in smiles. f 

“{ will get all these fellows in my hopper 
in a few months,” said he, “and then you 
will see the cash piling up here on my coun- 
ter in a way that would tempt the cupidity 
of Jesse James or anybody else for that 
matter.” 

The county returns must all be in by 
July ist. 


COMPLAINTS COMING IN. 


There Are Too Many Dogs for Those Who Do 
Not Own Any. 


This is the season of complaints. In one 
part of the city the branches of the trees 
hang over the sidewalks and brush passers 
in the face. On other streets there are 
telegraph poles or trees standing in the 
middle of the sidewalks, and from other 
sections come complaints against the num- 
ber of dogs running at large. 

A crusade against the dogs is urged by 
the owners of fine flower yards. The police 
sympathize with those who complain 
about the dogs. The officers say that in 
some streets the dogs are so well trained 
that .when a policeman turns a corner 
fifty dogs will begin to bark and everybody 
in the neighborhood is put on notice so that 
it is impossible almost to catch parties 
who may be wanted. 

A few years ago the dog population got 
large in one ward. Not a flower garden 
could be cultivated. Somebody scattered 
poisoned meat around and the dogs died 
hy the dozen. 

On certain streets where the sidewalks 
have been widened trees and poles which 
formerly stood on the curb are now in the 
middle of the walk.
